ANY THYROID TODAY, LADY. 


Every mother’s son of us must have 
‘a little thyrvid every day in order to 
be alive. Every mother’s daughter, par- 
ticularly, needs her daily quota of this 
endocrine substance. If her own thy- 
roid gland fails to produce the neces- 
sary amount of the internal secretion 
or hormone, then some other source 
of the substance must be provided for 
the lady, lest she languish and drift 
into a state of permanent mental and 
physical hebetude, dejection and stu- 
pidity. 

When there is a deficiency of the 
thyroid gland in early life the indi- 
vidual becomes a cretin 
physical dwarf) or, if there is just a 
fraction of secreting thyroid gland 
present, a myzedematous§ sufferer. 
Myxedema means a thickened, body 


— of all the tissues, in the skin re- |

| pressure with the finger, as does ordi- 
| nary edema or dropsy. 

The thyroid gland is situated in the 
| front of the neck and consists of two 
| lobes connected by an isthmus, like 
a horseshoe ringing the windpipe. It is 
this gland that is enlarged in goiter. 
In a normal person the gland causes 
no visible fullness or bulging of the 
neck, and can scarcely be felt by the 
examiners finger. When the exam- 
iner can feel the thyroid, the indi- 
vidual has enlarged thyroid, either 
goitrous or of ether nature, whether 
there is any visible swelling or full- 
ness of the neck or not. 

In the mass examination of school 
children for simple goiter, which is so 
common in our Great Lakes region 
and in Oregon, any child who has a 
“nalpable”’ thyroid, that is, one the 
(examiner can feel, is properly consid- 
ered 


neck becomes visibly enlarged. I] cant 
tell what the proper treatment of sim- 
| ple goiter is; only the patient's own 
physician is in a position to decide 
what the treatment should be. 

Children often manifest general 
signs of an inactive or deficient thy- 
roid gland function without having 
any indication of goiter. In goitrous 
regions particularly it is well to keep 
in mind the following signs as sugges- 
tive of such thyroid deficiency in a 
child: (1) Retarded growth: (2) ha- 
bitual constipation; (3) dullness at 
school, 

Young adults anywhere who mani- 
fest ‘combinations of the following 
signs may be victims of insufficient 
thyroid gland function, hypothroidism, 
as doctors call it: 

(1) Obstinate chronic constipation: 
(2) the gradual encroachment of 
obesity despite physical activity and 
moderation in eating: (3). a dry. harsh 
skin that sweats little; (4) noticeable 
sensitiveness to cold—the victim com- 
plains of cold when her companions 
are comfortable or even too warm, 
and she wears more clothing than her 
companions require for comfort; (5) 
much drowsine&s in the daytime, the 
victim ever ready to drop into a snooze 
on little or no provocation. 

Young adults are rather more likely 
than children to manifest signs of 
hynothyroidsim without goiter. 

In another chatter we will give 
some of the interesting, if none too 
well established, indications of thyroid 
deficieney in mature adults. In this 
column the young folks always have 
| first consideration—the old fogies are 
more or less hopeless anyway. 

Now. suppose you suspect you've 
cot a touch of this ponular trouble, 
hypothyroidism.

Washingién, December 12.—(?)>— 
Surgeor General Cumming today 
called together a “board of strategy 
on influenza” to consider reports of 
the bureau of census showing an in- 
crease in the influenza death rate, 
and vo make recommendations on steps 
‘which might be taken to curb the 
spread of the disease. 

The board is composed of three vet- 
eran bacteriologists of the public 
health service,—Dr. G. W. McCoy, 
chief of the hygienic laboratory: Dr. 
W. H. Frost. officer of the service. 
also connected with the Johns Hop- 
kins School of Hygiene, and Dr. J. 

- Leake, public health officer. who 
has had extensive experience both in 
experimentation and actual fightiag 
vf epidemics. 

The surgeon general said his board 
of Strategy would outline a program 
which would be made public later. 
The board was in conference several 
hours, but its deliberations were not 
disclosed. They will issue a formal 
statement tomorrow. 

Depends on Death Rate. 

Public health officials said late to- 
day that the probable course of the 
in“uenza outbreak was “hard to 
provhesy,” and that the seriousness of 
the spread will depend largely on the 
death rate. : 

Telegraphie reports to the bureau 
of census, the public health an- 
nounced, showed 189 deaths from in- 
fluenza during the week ending De- 
cember 8, compared with 43 deaths 
in the same cities during the week 
ending November 3, and while the 
disease now spreading still appears 
to be in milder form than that of the 
1918 epidemic, the death rate has been 
steadily increasing. 

Officials said this increase may be 
partly responsible for a rise in the 
death rate of the country, which was 
13.3 per 100,000 population for the 
week, compared with 11.9 for the cor- 
responding week of 1927; but this re- 
lationship could not be established ab- 
solutely. 

Estmate Is Borne Out. 


The total of more than 200,000 
cases for the country estimated yes- 
ter.Jjars was more than borne out by 
today = reports, the burean said. The 
40.510 cases are “not more than one- 
fifth of the eases actually existing.” 
it was said, “indicating a real total 
of at least 202,550.”

Announcement of the closing of the 
University of Georgia until January 
2 as a precaution against the flu and 
the plea by Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer of Atlanta, for the ex- 
ercise of common sense in battling the 
disease were the principal develop- 
ments in the situation Wednesday 
Dr. Kennedy stressed the value of an 
abundance of fresh air, normal living, 
temperance of habits and proper care 
of the body. 

The advice was given by Dr. Ken- 
nedy at the request of Mayor I. N. 
Ragsdale, who asked for a report from 
the city health department regarding 
the prevalence of the disease, 

Epidemic Is Mild. 

Dr. Kennedy's letter to the mayor 

set out that the epidemic thus far is 


three times as many cases as were 
reported last week. Only a small per- 
centage of cases are reported direct to 
the state health department. 


UNIVERSITY OF GEORGIA 
CLQSES AS PRECAUTION, 
Athens, Ga., December 12.—(/)— 
Classes at the University of Georgia 
were suspended today until January 


‘3, as a precautionary measure against 


the epidemic of influenza. 

Dr. Charles M. Snelling, chancellor 
of the university, in announcing that 
classes had been suspended, said there 
had been an increase in the number 
of cases among the students, and it 
was decided to take the action as a 
matter of safety. 

In a statement issued from the 
chancellor's office after the announce- 
ment it was said that the “condition 
was brought about by the greatly in- 
creased number of cases since Sun- 
day, and especially by the fact that 
it was impossible to get nurses.

Complying with your request for a 
statement of the influenza situation 
in Atlanta, wish to say that this dis- 
ease has been quite prevalent for sev- 
eral weeks but has not appreciably af- 
fected our death rate. Pneumonia 
deaths are about in line with the usual 
rate for winter months.. The epidemic 
of influenza is of a very mild type. 

“I have advised against the clos- 
ing of the public schools and see no 
good to be accomplished in this way. 
In my opinion the children are just 
as safe in the schoolrooms as they 
would be on the streets or in their 
own homes. We know very little as 
to how influenza is spread from per- 
son to person and my advice would 
he for the exercise of common sense 
in taking eare and precaution against 
contracting the disease.

‘The promotion upon abil- 
ity and. service is known in congress 
as th> selection system and Repre- 
sentative MeNSwain, democrat, South 
Carorina, predicted the change would 
result in creating a “social circle” 
in the corps. 

Another democrat, Representative 
Black, of Texas, joined with the 
Carolinian and declared the selection 
method would bring discrimination

Five times more than 25,000 saw 
Tech play, while on another occasion 
the estimated attendance was 20,000 
and the smallest crowd of the season 
Was in the neighborhood of 10,000. 

Incidentally the biggest football 
crowd of the year in Dixie—36,000— 
saw Tech battle Georgia in the last 
game of the season. 

Atlanta drew four crowds of more 


than 25,000. The Tech-Notre Dame, 
Tech-V anderbilt, Tech-Alabama and 
Tech-Georgia all passed that figure, 
while 26,000 saw the Tornado play 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill and 
some 20,000 witnessed the Tech-Tu- 
lane affair at New Orleans. 

Tennessee playing Vanderbilt at 
Nashville, Virginia meeting North 
Carolina at Charlottesville, Virginia 
Military institute playing Virginia 
Tech at Roanoke and Tulane against 
Louisiana. State at New Orleans were 
other games to bring more than 20,000 
each into the stands. 

While no official figures yet have 
been announced as to the paid gate re- 
ceipts at games in which the Tornado 
played, it is considered a foregone 
conclusion that the team played before 
some 40,000 more than in 1927. Tech 
was the leading attraction then also. 

‘With the probability that 65,000 or 
more will see Coach Bill Alexander's 
team at Pasadena against California 
New Year's day, the iiornado is in a 
fair way to set an all-time southern 
record as a southern football attrac- 
tion. 

The estimated attendance figures 
for some of the games in the south 
during the 1928S season follow:

It 
Was asserted that as a consequence the 
recent movement to hold grain bac'x on 
farms was no longer expected to be 
gene |, and primary receipts of all ce- 
reals are much larger than a year ago. 
For example, primary arrivals of 
wheat during three days this week 
total 4,725,000 bushels, against 2.- 
286,000 \ shels in the corresponding 
period last year. 

Bearish sentimen* regarding wheat 
was increased by word of enlarged of- 
ferings of Argentine wheat to Europe. 
Meanwhile, exnort wheat business from 
North America today amounted to 
only 400,000 bushels, whereas Ca: 1- 
dian country marketings of wheat so 
far this season have heen 374,000,000 
bushels, about 115,000,000 bushels 
more than a year ago. with 60.000.000 
bushels expected yet to come from Ca- 
nadian farms, 

Current arrivals of corn today were 
annarently ample for the demand- with 
100.000 bushels sold to go into store 
here. ‘Inder such cirenms.ances. the 
future delivery market showed signs of 
being tired. despite unfavorable weath- 
er for the cron movement and notwith-. 
standing evidence that considerable 
amounts of corn are being disposed of 
to Europe.

Review 


Manchester, England, November 29. 


(By Mail.)—We have continued to 
experience a firm and hardening mar- 
ket, and in sympathy with the upward 
movement in raw material rates spin- 
ners and manufacturers have been 
compelled to advance yarn and cloth 
quotations. Producers have found 
much difficulty in securing the high- 
est values. The general demand in 
piece goods has continued extensive 
and in certain quarters the turnover 
has broadened. Manufacturers are 
slightly improving their position. In 
certain quarters there is a feeling that 
more favorable opportunities of pur- 
chasing are not likely to be met with 
in the near future, and in the circum- 
stances there is more inclination to 
place orders for goods than are want- 
ed. At the same time mahy buyers 
have satisfied their requirements for 
the time being, and it is exceptional 
for sellers to book orders for more 
than limited quantities. 

There has been a fair amount of in- 
quiry in a wide range of fabrics for 
ithe home trade. One of the features of 
| this section of the market is the steady 
| demand in artificial silk and artificial 
| silk and cotton mixed fabrics. Useful 
buying has been recorded by the home 
| houses in furnishing and dress cloths. 
There has also been plenty of activity 
in artificial silks for the outlets 
abroad, chiefly South America, Aus- 
tralia and Canada, 

Exchange Trade Normal. 


The business on the Manchester 
Royal Exchange has been on much the 
same lines as in recent previous weeks. 
Manufacturers engaged on the lighter 
styles and fancies remain busier than 
makers of heavy and common fabrics.

a drastic change, and that, added to 


our domestic difficulties at home, we 
have arrayed against us a vast and 
growing competition abroad—competi- 
tion to which we have ourselves added 
largely,” said Mr. William Heaps, the 
president of the Manchester Cotton 
association, at the annual meeting 
held in Manchester on November 27. 


“To meet these changed conditions we 
must develop closer and closer coop- 
eration between the several units of 
the industry, not between these alone, 
but between them and the big com- 
bines, the individual employers, the 
transport services, and the operatives. 
too. Lancashire has been slow in 
coping with the changed state of af- 
fairs, but the necessity for a readjust- 
ment of our outlook, the adaptation 
of our resources, to the demand of a 
very much altered world is being real- 
ized,” continued Mr. Heaps. : 
He said that probably never in the 
history of the English cotton trade had 
so much Jabor been expended by com- 
mittees on investigation and the de- 
vising of schemes designed to place 
the trade on a healthier basis, and he 
asked, “Is the industry deriving prac- 
tical benefit?’ He said that the gov- 
ernment and the banks should take a 
very generous view in the matter of 
aiding the cotton industry by partici- 
pating in some scheme which would 
be the means of placing its finance 
on a sound footing. “It may be that 
the outlook is a little brighter, and 
whilst much can be saved there must 
inevitably be further losses for many.” 
He believed that the way to encourage 
a bigger volume of demand was to 
offer our goods at a lower figure. How 
to do this while maintaining the pres- 
ent standard of living for those em- 
ployed in the industry was a problem. 
‘“TLaneashire must recognize that it 
has to meet increasing competition 
from other countries, and it must also 
realize the cosmopolitan character of 
the shippers, and understand that it 
matters little to them whether they 
supply their customers with goods pro- 
duced in Lancashire or procured from 
Italy, America or elsewhere so long 
as their profits were secure.” Mr. 
Heaps commented upon the exports of 
textile machinery. “In the first nine 
months of this vear we exported 95.- 
975 tons of textile machinery. and we 
may infer that something like three 
and a half million spindles have sbeen 
sent abroad this vear to reinforce the 


competition we have continued year by 
year to build up -against ourselves, 
mostly in countries that are unham- 
| pered hy the traditions and customs we 
‘have to tolerate here to the disadvan- 
|tage of the Lancashire cotton indus- 
'try.” Mr. Heaps pointed out that eot- 
'ton spinning extensions in Lancashire 
were almost nnknown at present. “Re- 
newals of spinning smachinery are al- 
most at. a standstill] and have been 
for some years, and I understand that 
there are fully 60 mills, representing 
four and a half million spindles in 
Lancashire completely closed down. 
Viewed from whatever angle there is 
manifestly need for closer collabora- 
tion between the different units in 
the matter of meeting competition.” 
Mr. Heans concluded by saying that 
lessons had been learned and he be-
